Section 21. The hoard of county commissioners on
the second Tuesday of March, annually, shall make &
full and accnrate statement of the receipts and expen-
ditures of the preceding year, which statcinent shall
contain o full and impartial description of each item,
for whom, and on what account received, to whom paid
and on what account expended, together with an accu-
rate statement of the finances of the county, at the end
of the fiscal year, including all debts and linbilities of
every description, and the assets and the other means to
discharge the same, and have the same posted up at the
court house door, and at two other public places in their
respective counties, and published in some newspaper
in their county, if there he one, for three successive
weeks.
